been set up in April of 1950,as a point for the gathering of . 
information regarding peace movements around the world and the > 
dissemination of the same. She told of the peace conference 
which was started by ASP and held at the Waldorf Hotei in New . 
York, She said that it had been started by HAPLEY and 
further that some of the best minds in the country were present. 
Some of the great minds of Europe were prevented from coming 
to the United States by our State Department, 


Miss GRAHAM said that she went to France to attend 
the Paris Peace Conference. She paid her expenses from money 
received on an advanced payment of her forthcoming book, She 
said that évery nation, creed, color, and class came to discuss 
how world peace could be obtained, “tue will not be driven to 
murder each other," they said. She mentioned (PABLO }<PICASSO 
and others who were present. She described them as "workers," 
Their slogan at the end of the conference, "“le shal] have peace." 
She gave a short discussion of the peace conference at Cuba 
, and was at one. held in Mexico City. She said that writers 
were the "core" of the peace movement. They must give out 
information. The Peace Information Center sent out postalrrams 
all over the country. She said that the Stockholm Peace Appeal 
had been Grawn up in Stockholm by the people of the world. She 
mentioned that 0. JOHN.ROGGE from the United Stetes had signed 
the appeal in Stockholm. She said that the Peace Information 
Center had obtained several million signatures on the peace | 
appeal. The Stete Department of the United States then noticed 
this group, the American Peace Committee, | and ordered them to 
register as foreign agents. "We laughed," she said, They were 
all volunteer workers with the exception of SYLV OLOFF (ph. ) 
who worked overtime in the office. ,They were not receiving 
money from aiy foreign sources, only : from poor smersoens-= 
working people--who wanted peace, | 


Miss GRAHAM said the Government had decided to close 
the office of the Peace Information Center and Dr. DU BCIS asked 
the Stcte Department for an onportunity to explain anc show the 
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records of that organization. Soon thereafter five officers of 
the Peace Information Center were indicted as "foreign agents.” 
SYLVIA SOLOFF received a $10,000 fine and five years in jail. 
She said that another man of the group, a war veteran who had 


been on the staff of General MAC ARTHUR and who had seen Hiro- | 


shima and Nagasaki, said, "We mst work against the atomic bomb,” 


He also received five years in jail and a $10,000 fine. Biss 
GRAHAM referred to General MAC ARTHUR as "that mad man from 
Tokyo." She said that the treasurer of the group was a busi- 
nessman with offices in New Yor’:., London and Paris. He was 
sentenced to five years in jail. He said, "If this can happen 
to me, it can happen to TAFT.“ She said that another cultured 
New England woman who had taught in an exclusive New England 
school had been in Czechoslovakia studying conditions,and upon 
her return to the United States, she was captured at the airport 


on Long Island by the F.B.I. 


GRAHAM said that Dr. DU BOIS,who speaks for all people 

who are oppressed, black or white, ani worvers everywnere, has 
been calles a'‘dancerous acent." She said, “He is danrercus to 
tyrants who would oppress the people." She said if the Peace 
Information Center can be indicted, then ail of us can be 
indicted and civilization can be crushed and annihilated, 
She said the bill of particulars of the indictment of the Peace 
Information Center seys that it disseminated in the United States 
information about war, etout peace and matters related thereto, 
Miss GRAHAM said, "If this is a crime, then everyone in this 
room is guilty--every worker for peace." 


Miss GRAHAM then described the desolation caused by 
war which she had observed in Hamburg, Germany, and Marseilles, 
France. “War against the people--war against the workers," 
she shouted, She said that writers mist make the people see 
this thing in our country or we will be destroyed. "We will 
have concentration camps. We must save our. country from total 
déstruction. We must be real Americans like Thomas Jefferson 
and Tom raine. We cannot aflorc to be afraid. We rust clasy 
hands and all work together. We are lost as individuals. As 
we swim against this tide, we will gather strength. Others will 
join us." She said, “We cultured workers of the Peace Informa- 
ticn Center were indicted because we dealt with ideas which are 
dangerous to the tyrants. ‘“e are all puilty because we elect 
mer; like RaNIIN to our Conrress. I ‘rant you to feel your eiilt.

She said the attack on Dr. DU BOIS was an attack on all Americans. 
"We are fighting for equality and freedom for the colored people 
and peace and equality for all people.” She said that she did 
not intend to be silenced in her work for peace or her fight 
for nmigiv sights. "We mst get rid of white supremacy," she 
said. She indiceted that America needs honest men in what is 
left of this democracy. Today the majority do not want war. 
Throw off those who would keep us down. This is a critical 
day for American nerroes." Everywhere she travels, she is 
greeted by loyal Americans who want peace and also desire to 
be saved from the threat of war.

considered necessary to give full expression to the principles 
of American cCemocracy. 


The "Daily Worker" dated November 10, 198, 
page 11, colum l, carried an article entitled "Notables Greet 
Soviets on 3lst Anniversary". 


This article stated that W.E.B. DU BOIS was among 
a score of distinguished Americans who had sent messages of 
friendship to the people of the Soviet Union. The twin occas- 
ions for the greetings were the 15th Anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations between the United States and 
the Soviet Union and the 3lst Anniversary of the founding of 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics.

The World Peace Congress, held in Paris, France, 
from April 20 to 23, 1949, was cited as a Communist front among 
the "peace conferences" which "have been organized under 
Communist initiative in various countfies throughout the world 
as a part of a campaign against the North Atlantic Defense 
Pact", by the Congressional Committee on Un-American Activities, 
Review of the Scientific and Cultural Conference for World | 
Peace, arranged by the National Council of the Arts, Sciences | 
and Professions, held in New York City on March 25 to 27, 199. | 


The "Daily Worker" dated May 23, 1949 contained 
an article announcing a rally to be held on May 23, 1949 in New 
York City under the auspices of the American Sponsoring 
Committee, World Peace Congress - Paris, from April 20 to 23, 
1949. One of the speakers listed at this rally was Doctor 
W.E.B. DU BOIS. . 


The "Daily Worker" dated June 3, 1949, page hl, 
column 3, carried an article written by Doctor W.E.B. DU BOIS 
entitled "Africa Looks to China”. 


This article stated that at the auspices of the

forker) on April 27, 1947 reported that "almost 10) Negro leaders, headed by W. E. B. 
DuBois, Paul Robeson and Roscoe Dunjee, last week called upon President Truman ‘to 
repudiate decisively' steps to ‘illegalise the Comnunist Party.’ ... ‘As Negro 
Americans . .. we cannot be unmmindful that this proposal to outlaw thé Communist 
Party comes precisely when our ia government professes grave concern over the 
rng to sl of peoples in far distant parts of the world.' .. ." (page 8 of 
The Worker). 


Dr. DuBois sponsored a statement attacking the arrest of Communist Party 
leaders (Daily Worker, August 23, 1918, page 3); he sponsored a “Statement by Negro 
Americans" on behalf of the Commnist leaders (The Worker of August 29, 19458, page 
11); he filed a brief in the Supreme Court on behalf of the twelve Communist leaders 
(Daily Worker, Jamary 9, 1949, page 3); he signed statements on behalf of Comm- 
nist leaders, as shown in the following sources: Daily Worker, Jarwary 17, 1919 
(page 3); February 25, 1949 (page 9); Daily People's World, May 12, 1950 (page 12); 
Daily Worker September 19, 19:0 (pace 2); and in 13952, he signed an appeal to Presi- 
dent Truman, requesting amnesty for leaders of the Communist Party convicted under 
the Smith Act (Daily Worker, December 10, 1952, page 4). Dr. DuBois was one of the 
sponsors of the National Non-Partisan Committee to Defend the Rights of the Twelve 
Commnist leaders, as shown on the back of their letterhead dated September 9, 19:9. 


A statement on behalf of Eugene Dennis, a Comzuunist, contained the signa- 
ture of Dr. Duzois, identified as an educator (Daily Worker of May 5, 1950, p. 2); 
he signed a telegran of the National Comittee to Win Amnesty for Smith Act Victins, 
greeting Bugene Dennis on his Lith birthday (Daily Worker, August 11, 1952, p. 3); 
Eugene Dennis was formerly Secretary General of the Communist Party. 


The Daily Worker of August 2, 1949 (p. 2), disclosed that Dr. DuBois 
endorsed Benjamin J. Davis, Jr., well-known Commnist leader; he was Honorary Chair- 
man of the Committee to Defend V. J. Jeraue, Chairman, Cultural Commission of the 
Communist Party, U.S.A. (letterhead dated June 2), 1952). A leaflet of the Civil 
Rights Congress (dated March 20, 1917) named Dr. DuBois as having defended Gerhart 
Eisler, Commnist. He was one of the sponsors of the Committee to Defend Alexander — 
Tractenberg, former member of the National Committee of the Communist Party (Daily 
People's World of April 17, 19>2, pe 73; and the Daily Worker of April 18, 1952, Pe , 
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The Daily Worker of February 16, 19l8 (page 16), reported that same 
“eighty leading New York civic leaders, trade unionists and professionals yesterday 
joined Dr. William Jay Schieffelin, sident emeritus of the Citizens Union, to 
demand the prompt seating of Simon W. son to the City Council seat made vacant 
by the death of Councilman Peter V. Cacchione, Brooklyn Communist. .. The civic 
leaders' statement is directed to Mayor O'Dwyer and City Council majority leader 
Joseph T. Sharkey. It is a reprint of a letter to the New York Times by Dr. 
Schieffelin in which he charges that the real reason for the refusal to seat German 
(sic. Gerson) is ‘the current anti-Communist hysteria.’. . ." Br. DuBois was named 
as having signed the statement. (See also advertisement in New York Times of 


February 19, 1948, page 13.) 


Dr. DuBois was a member of a committee formed to protest the arrest of 
Pablo Neruda, Comuuuisi Cnrlean Senator and world famous poet; he ‘signed a state- 
ment of the organization in support of Neruda. (Daily Worker of April 7, 198, p. 
13, and April 10, 1950, p. 2, respectively.) He was sponsor of a reception and 
testimonial for Harry Sacher, defense attorney for the Communist leaders (Daily 
Worker of December 5, 1919, pe 2). | 


When Earl Browder (then general secretary, Communist Party) was in 
Atlanta Penitentiary serving a sentence involving his fraudulent passports, the 
Communist Party's front which agitated for his release was known as the Citizens’ 
Committee to Free Earl Browier (Special Committee .. . in Keport 1311 of March 
29, 1944); the Attorney General of the United States had cited the Citizens' Commit- 
tee as Communist (Congressional Record, September 2), 1942, page 7687, and press 
release of April 27, 1949). Dr. DuBois was a member of the Citizens' Committee. . . 
in 1942, as shown on their letterhead dated February 11, 192; he sponsored a dinner 
of the group, according to the Daily Worker of February 5, 1942, and signed the call 
to the National Free Browder Congress, as shown in the Daily WorlMer of February 25, 
1942, pages 1 and kh. 


A 1950 lctteriead of the American Committee for Protection of Foreign 
Born carries the name of Dr. W. £. B. DuBois in a list of sponsors of that organi- 
zation; the same information appears on an undated letterhead of the group, distri- 
buting a speech of Abner Green at the conference of December 2-3, 1950; a letter- 
head of the Midwest Committee for Protection of Foreign Born dated April 30, 1951, 
names him as a Naticnal Sssnsor of the organization. He signed the group's state- 
ment opposing the Hobbs Bill (Daily Worker, July 25, 1950, page lh); he signed their 
statement opposing denatvrelizetion (Daily Worker of August 10, 19:0, pe 5); and 
signed a telegram prepared and dispatched by the organization to the Attorney General 
of the United States, protesting holding nine non-citizens without bail under the 
McCarran Act (Daily Worker of November 2), 1952, page 3). 


The Special Comaittee cited the American Committee for Protection of 
Foreign Born as “one of the oldest auxiliaries of the Communist Party in the United 
States” (report of March 29, 19; also cited in report of June 25, 1942); the 
Attorney General cited the organization as subversive and Cammunist (press releases 
of June 1 and September 21, 1918). 


For years, the Communists havc put forth ths greatest effurie tu capluw 
the entire American Labor Party throughout New York State.

The Daily Worker of March 29, 1948 (page 7), named Dr. DuBois as a member 
of the Executive Board and of the Policy Committee, Council on African Affairs; he 
signed the Council's petition to the United Nations as shown in the Daily Worker 
of June 5, 1950 (page 4); and drafted their statement against the policy of the 
United States in Korea (Daily Worker of July 25, 1950, page 3); the Attorney General 
cited the Council on African Affairs as subversive and Communist (press releases 
of December l,, 1947 and September 21, 1918). 


The Attorney General cited the Jefferson School of Social Science as an 
"adjunct of the Communist Party" (press release of December l, 1947); the Special 
Committee reported that "at the beginning of the present year, the old Communist 
Party Workers School and the School for Democracy were merged into the Jefferson 
School of Social Science" (Report 1311 of March 29, 1944). Dr. DuBois was honored 
at the Jefferson School, as shown in the Daily Worker on February 1, 1951 (page 2); 
it was announced in the Daily Worker on January 2, 1952 (page 7), that Dr. Dubois 
was scheduled to conduct a seminar on "Background of African Liberation Struggles" 
at the Jefferson School; the Jarmary 26, 1952 issue of the same publication (page 
7), named him as a faculty member of that School. 


In a report of the Special Committee, dated March 29, 191, the National 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship was cited as having been, in recent months, 
the Communist Party's principal front for all things Russian (report dated March 
29, 194); Dr. DuBois signed a statement of the National Council in 1917 (Daily 
Worker, October 17, 1947, page 4); he signed the organization's statement protest~ 
ing the Iron Curtain, as reported in the Daily People's World on May 20, 1948 (page 
5); he signed a statement of the Council, praising Henry Wallace's Open letter to 
Stalin in May 194.5 (from a pamphlet entitled "How to End the Cold War and Build 
the Peace,” page 9); he signed their statement calling for a conference with the 
Soviet Union (Daily Worker, June 21, 1948, page 3); he signed their Roll Call for 
Peace (Daily Worker of August 31, 1918, page 5); he sent greetings through the 
National Council on the Thirty-First Anniversary of the Russian Kevolution (Daily 
Worker, November,10, 1948, page 11); he signed the Council's appeal to the United 
States Government to end the cold war and arrange a conference with the Soviet 
Union (leaflet entitled "End the Cold War - Get Together for Peace," dated December 
1948); he spoke at the Congress on American-Soviet Relstions, December 3-5, 1949, 
arranged by the National Council . . . and signed the Council's letter to the 
American paonla, urging that a unified democratic Cormany be establisied (Daily 
People's World, August 13, 1952, pages and 6). 
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Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern Policy in favor of recognition of Chinese 
Communist governaent, as shown in Far Bast Spotlight for December 19,9 - January 


1950 (page 23). 


Far Zastern Policy has been cited as Communist by the Attorney General (press 
release of April 27, 1919). 


Kalinin at the Twentieth Anniversary Celebration. The page carried the title: 
“I hereby inscribe my name in greeting to the people of the Soviet Union on the 
20th Anniversary of the establishment of the Soviet Republic” and a facsimile of 


the name, W. E. B. DuBois, appeared on that page. 


The Golden Book. . . was cited as a "Communist enterprise" signed by 
“bundreds of well-known Communists and fellow travelers" (Special Committee on 
Un-American Activities in Report 1311 of March 29, 194). 


A letterhead of the New York Committee to Win the Peace, dated June l, 
i946, contains the name of W. E. B. DuBois in a list of New York Committee Members. 
The National Camrittee to Win the Peace, with which the New York Comittee is 
affiliated, was cited as subversive and Communist by the U. &. Attorney General 
(press releases of December l, 19,7 and September 21, 1916). 


Dr. DuBois sponsored a petition of the Anerican Council for a Democratic 
Greece, as disclosed by the Daily People’s World of August 23, 1918 (page 2); he 
signed a statement of the same organization, condemning the Greek goverrment, as 
reported in the Daily Worker of September 2, 1918 (page 7). The American Council 
for a Democratic Greece has been cited as subversive and Communist, an organization 
formerly known a8 ths Gicca-american Council (Attorney General of the United States 
in press releases cf June 1 and September 21, 1918). 


Dr. DuBois was a sponsor of a conference of the hational Council of the 
Arts, Sciences and Professions, Octover 9-10, 1918, as shown in a leaflet entitled 
"To Safeguard These Rights. . .," published by the Bureau of Academic Freedm@m of 
the National Council; a letterhead of the National Council (received for files 
January 1949) named him as a Member-at-Large of that organization; he was named as 
Vice Chairman of the group on the leaflet, "Policy and Program Adopted by the 
National Convention, 1950"; a letterhead of the same organization's Southern Cali- 
fornia Chapter, dated April 2),, 1950, lists him as a Mexber-at-Large of the National 
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Council; he was elected vice-Chairman of the group in 1950 (Daily Worker, May 1,

vice-Chairman of the group; he endorsed a conference on equal rights for Negroes 
in the arts, sciences and professions, sponsored by the New York Council of the 
Arts, - . - (Daily Worker, November 9, 1551, page 7); the call to the conference 
contained the same information. A letterhead of the National Council, dated 
December 7, 1952, named him as Vice-Chairman. 


The call to a Scientific and Cultural Conference for World Peace, issued 
by the National Council of the Arts, Sciences and Professions for New York City, 
March 25-27, 1949, as well as the conference program (page 12), and the Daily Worker 
of February 21, 1949 (page 9), named Dr. DuBois as one of the sponsors of that 
conference; he was a member of the Program Committee of the Conference, Honorary 
Chairman of the pane] at Cultural and Scientific Conference Cote nme: gly Regge 

of the 


edited report of the conference entitled "Speaking for Peace"). 


The National Council of the Arts, . .. was cited as a Communist-front 
organization by the Committee on Un-American Activities in its Review of the 
Scientific and Cultural Conference for World Peace, released April 15, 1949; in the 
same review, the Scientific and Cultural Conference was cited as a Cammunist front 
which “was actuelly a supermodilization of the inveterate wheelhorses and supporters 
of the Communist Party and its auxiliary organizations.* 


The Daily People's World of Cctober 28, 1917 (page 4), named Dr. DuBois 
as one of the sponsors of a National Conference of the Civil Rights Congress in 
Chicago, November 21-23, 1917; he sponsored their Freedom Crusade (Daily Worker, 
December 15, 19, page 2); the Call to a Bill of Rights Conference, called by the 
Civil Rights Congress for July 16-17, 1949 in New York City, named him as one of the 
sponsors of that conference; the program of the National Civil Rights legislative 
Conference, January 15-19, 1949, called by the Civil Rights Congress, lists him as 
one of the conference sponsors; he was chairman of a conference of the Congress, as 
reported in The Worker of January 2, 1949 (page 5); Dr. DuBois was defended by the 
Civil Rights Congress (Daily Worker, February 13, 1951, page 3)3 he signed the 
organization's Open letter to J. Howard McGrath, U. S&S. Attorney General, on behalf 
of the four jailed trustees of the Bail Fund of the Civil Rights Congress of New 
York (advertisement "paid for by contributions of signers" which appeared in the 
Evening Star on Octcher 3C, 1951, page A-7); he participated in the organization's 
Sixth er Dinner in New York City, March 26, 1952 (Daily Worker, March 26, J 
1952, page 4). | 


The Civil Rights Congress was formed in 1916 as a merger of two other 
Communist-front organizations, the International Labor Defense and the National 
Federation for Constitutional Liberties; it is "dedicated not to the broader issues 
of civil liberties, but specifically to the defense of individual Communists and the 
Communist Party" and “controlled by individuals who are either members of the Camu- 
nist Party or openly loyal to it" (Report 1115 of the Committee on Un-American Acti- 
vities dated September 2, 1917); the Attorney General cited the Congress as subver- 
sive ant Communist (press releases of December i, 1917 and September 21, 1918). 
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of the Washinaten Bock Shep, ee chown by o leaflet of the Book Shop, cited as . . 
subversive and Communist by the Attorney General; it had previously been cited by 
the Attorney General as follows: "Evidence of Camunist penetration or control is 


reflected in the following: Among its stock the establishment has offered prominentl: — 


for sale books and literature identified with the Camunist Party and certain of 
its affiliates and front organisations. . «" (press releases of December 1, 1917 and 
September 21, 1918; and the Congressional Record of September 21, 1912, page 7688, 
respectively). The Special Committee cited the Washington Book Shop as a 

front organisation (report of March 29, 19Lh). 


The Workers Book Shop catalogue for 1948 (page 5), advertised Dr. DuBois’ 
"The World and Africa" for sale; the 1949-1950 catalogue (page 11) advertised his 
"Black Folk Then and Now"; The Worker for March 1, 1953 (page 16) carried an adver- 
tisement of Dr. DuBois'® books, "The Battle for Peace" and "Black Reconstruction" on 
sale at the Workers Bookshop, New York City. The Workers Book Shops are a chain 
of Communist bookshops which are official outlets for Communist literature. 


As shown on the following sources, Dr. DuBois was a member of the Advisory 


Council of Soviet Russia Today: Letterhead of the publication dated September 8, 
1947; a letterhead of September 30, 1917; and an undated letterhead received April 
1948. The Daily People's World of November 6, 1952 (page 7), reported that Dr. 
Dubois had written an article for the November issue of New World keview. Soviet 
Russia Today has been cited as a Communist-front publication the the Special 
Committee in reports of March 29, 19L) and June 25, 192; the Committee on Un- 
American Activities also cited it as a Communist-front publication in a report dated 
October 23, 1949. Soviet kussia Today changed its name to New World Review, 
effective with the March 1951 issue. 


The Daily Worker of July 6, 1951 (page 7), reported that Dr. DuBois was 
author of the pamphlet, "I Take My Stand for Peace," published by the New Century 
Publishers, "official Ccammunist Party publishing house which has published the 
works of William Z. Foster and Eugene Dennis, Communist Party chairman and execu- 
tive secretary, respectively... ." ——— on Un-American Activities in its

In 1947, 1948 end 1950, Dr. DuBcis wes Contributing Editor on the staff 
of New Masses magasine (iow Messes, July 22, 1947, page 2; Masses & Mainstrean, 
March 1948, Vol. 1, “ec.

Rosenberg (Daily Worker of June 12, 1952, page 6); he participated in a rally Octo- 
ber 23 in New York City, to demand clemency for the Rosenbergs (Daily Worker, Octo- 
ber 27, 1952, page 8); he signed an amicus curiae brief presented to Supreme Court 
in Washington, D. C., urging a new trial for the Rosenbergs (Daily Worker of Novez- 
ber 10, 1952, pare 3); and the Daily People's World of November 13, 1952, page 8). 
He wrote an article entitled "4 Negro Leader's Plea to Save Rosenbergs" (The Worker 
of November 16, 1952, page 3M); and the Daily Worker of Jarmary 21, 1953 (page 7), 
reported that he had urged clemency for the Rosenbergs. 


The Daily Worker of April 11, 1949 (page 5), reported that Dr. DuBois was

England (Daily Worker of October 19, 1950, page 3); he was elected to the Presiding 
Committee of the World Peace Congress (Daily Worker of November 17, 1950, page 1); 
he was a member of the World Peace Council of that Congress (Daily Worker of Noven- 
ber 2), 1950, page 9); a mimeographed letter dated December 1, 1950, contains his 
name in a list of sponsors of the American Sponsoring Committee for Representation 
at the World Peace Congress.

The World Peace Congress which was held in Paris, France, April 20-23, . 
1949, was cited as a Communist front among the "peace" conferences which "have been 
organized under Communist initiative in various countries throughout the world as 
part of a campaign against the North Atlantic Defense Pact" (Comittee on Un-Aneri- 
can Activities in reports of April 19, 1949; July 13, 1950; and April 1, 1951). 
The World Peace Ccoux-it sas formed at the conclusion of the Second World Peace 
Congress in Warsan and was “heralded by the Moscow radio as the expression of the 
determination of the peoples to take into their own hands the struggle for peace" 
(Committee on Un-American Activities in a report dated April 1, 1951). 


The World Peace Appeal was cited as a petition campaign launched by the 
Permanent Committee of the World Peace Congress at its meeting in Stockholm, March 
16-19, 1950; it "received the enthusiastic approval of every section of the interna- 
tional Communist hierarchy” and was "lauded in the Canmmunist press, putting every 
individual Communist on notice that he ‘has the duty to rise to this appeal’. . .* 
(Committee on Un-American Activities in its report of April 1, 1951). 


The American Peace Crusade, organized in Jarmary 1951, was cited as an 
organization which "the Camnunists established as a new instrumsnt for their 'peace' 
offensive in the United States" (Committee on Un-American Activities in its reports 
of February 19, 1951 and April 1, 1951); Dr. DuBois was one of the sponsors of the 
Crusade (Daily Worker of February 1, 1951, page 2); minutes of the Sponsors Meeting 
which was held in Washington, D. C., March 15, 1951 (page l;), named him as one of 
the initiators of the Crvsate and also as having been proposed as Co-Chairman of 
that meeting; he was a sponsor of the American People's Congress and Exposition for 
Peace which was held in Chicago, June 29-July 1, 1951, called by the American Peace 
Crusade to advance the theme of world peace (Daily Worker, April 22, 1951, page 2; 
way 1, 1951, page 11; the American Peace Crusader, May 1951, pages 1 and k; the 
Daily Worker of May 9, 1951, page k; Daily Worker of June 11, 1951, page 2; a leaf- 
let of the Congress; Daily Worker of July 1, 1951, page 3; a leaflet entitled "An 
Invitation to American Labor to Participate in a Peace Congress. . ."; the Call 
to the American People's Congress. . ."; the Daily Worker of July 3, 1951, page 2). 
He signed a petition of the Crusade, calling on President Truman and Congress to 
seek a big-power pact (Daily Worker, February 1, 1952, page 1); he attended a meet~- 
ing of Delegates Assembly for Peace, called by the Crusade and held in Washington, 
De C., April 1 (Daily Worker, April 3, 1952, page 3); he was one of the sponsors 
of a Peace Refererncum jointly with the American Peace Crusade to make the end of 
the Korean war a major issue in the 1952 election campaign (Daily People's World 


of August 25, 1952, page 8). 
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Dr. DuBois issued a statement on the death of Stalin which read in part

The crouth of” the Scviet "nion literclly went on 
uncer my own eves: JI visittec the USS& in 1926, 1936, 194° 
and am here at present. The duration of my visits fiuctuated 
between cne week ur te Gc month and rere. 


After writinc this, J felt the contradicticn of 
mu statement. Jt is impossible to become acquainted with 
any one country in a month or even in a year. This is 
particularly applicable to a vast country such as yours, 
which, tin acdition, is constantly movinc ahead and with 
such headlenc speed, that it takes one's breath away. 
Of course, much depends on the knowledge about the country 
possessed by a visitor, upon hts disposition and prejudices. 
I do not know the Russian language because I was born in 
the middle of the nineteenth century when even some sussians 
preferred tc speak French. sKowever, I had definite advantages 
because of my Negro origin. I felt deep sympathy for the 
Russtan peasants, partially liberated from slavery simultaneouwly 
with the liberation of the American Negroes. I know perfectly 
well what it means to be a slave. 


I came tc the Soviet Union in 1926, knowing only 
a little of fussian history of the period of tsarism. I 
knew comparatively littie about socialism and had no idea 
whatsoever of “arrism. ihen J was a student, I did not 
have a. occasion to read wake .aRhe “evertheliess, 7 saw 
peeple in Lronshtact, Leningrad and ;*‘oscow: in Gorky, .iev 
and Cdessa,whom I unierstood. Conditions cf their sive were 
unserstcndable for an American -ecre. Destruction and 
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poverty, results of war and suffering; honelesaf ator int 
in rubbish heaps; ruined homes and bublic buildings. 


“wait a moment /" I used to exrclain: “The war 
has ended about ten years ago J" , 


Wee rnana, but not in Russia,” they answered me.

The 
true picture of what was happening then in Russia became 
clear to me only after I became acquainted with the book 
by SEYERS and XAiN (both phonetic).

Py that time I was already teaching at one of 
the higher institutions of learning for secroes, the University 
of atlanta, "The Communist Manifesto" by KARL MARX and 
FRIENKIC®H FiiGzLS. At tiis time J was already trying to 
Study the Vecro problem in the "nited States from the scientiric 
point of view and to find a socialist solution for it.

In 1936, vassinc by the Trans-Siberian #atlroad,

my return, the world was again cripved by war. The Soviet

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It was necessary to prevent another act of a 
military folly from happening and I jotned my voice to 
the G00 @mertcan leaders of art and ectence who gathered 
in New Juss sn March 1949, at a Peace Congress. The entire 
world was tn solidarity with thts congress and the Soviet 
Union tn particular, which sent tn (ite) outstanding leaders 


for partictpating in tt. 


This congress was subjected to attacks, some of 
the most disgusting attacks against ctutlization known in 
the modern merid, It was abused and reviled. Some of the 
outstanding leaders became victims of inaultse and the majority 
of them had to retreat. The results were sad. However, when 
tn the same year, 1949, Peace Congress was convened in Paris, 
I hastened to take part in it. This was the greatest gathering 
reflecting the spiritual enthusiasm of mankind. My hopes grew 
and, when in the end of 1949, the Soviet Union invited 25 
Americans to come to Moscow and to take part in the work of 
the All-Union Conference in Defense of Peace, I accepted this 


offer. 


Thus, I saw your country for the third time. 
I remember how I told the Sovtet people about sincere striving 
for peace in America, From hopes and doubts of 1926, through 
the presentiments of 1936, I came tn 1949 to a belief into the 
ultimate triumph of communism not only tn Russta but throughout 
the world. The face of almost every man met by me in the 
Soviet Union radiated hope.

I and my wife SHIRLEY GRAHAM were granted the 
honor of talking with the Chairman of the Council of 
Ministers of the USSR, N. S. KHRUSHCHEV. We devoted the 
greater part of our two-hour talk to the discussion of problems 
of the colored people, I was telling about what has 
happened in America in the last 40 years and W, S. KHRUSHCHZY 
ltstened to me with great attention and sympathy. JI | 
asked him about the attitude of the Soviet Union toward | 
Africa, meaning by this not the alms or problems of defense 
but the field of cooperation. JI proposed that the Soviet 
Academy of Sctences joined with the African scientists in 
the cause of the study of Africa, particularly in culture 
and history. JI could never achieve such cooperation in 
America and seldom met with interest toward it in Western 
Furope, However, N. S. KHRUSHCHEV quickly and with enthusiasn 
offered hia aid in thta cause.

This 
aim is but for one reason; namely, to save American capitalisn. 
Big business controls the press and keeps the people of the 
United States in darkness. The only people who fight for the 
salvation of the United States are the Negroes. WV 


"IIe said that the United States has but one interest— 
money, and that it is frightful the way it 'bleeds' and controls 
its allies. 


"United States democracy is doing everything possible to 
prepare for war. The communists in America are ready to take over. 


a “Private capital makes war to save itself and, he added 
ate the Soviet Union does not want war. It knows the evils of war 
and the United States does not. |» 


"He condemned ROOSEVELT, his Works Progress Administratio) 
program, and said ROOSEVELT stopped socialism in the United States 
and gave the large United States corporations control of the 
United States. Ww 


“Arain and again he reiterated that United States was 
big business, run by business, and that business was doing every- 
thing possible to start war against the Soviet Union and China. 
He also stated that not only did American business firms control 
the Government but that they control European businesses as well. 
This all brings hardships for the Negroes since they are the ones 
who understand the evils of this icy and as such, they cannot 
love their country, the United Stateées.\ 


"Very briefly he inserted words that to some extent the 
Negroes asi ~eiug freed in the United States. That it has been 
his goal in life to have the Negroes speak out for themselves.\ 


"At this point, Du Bois looked up from his notes and | 
said, ‘It has taken me eleven years to obtain a passport... 
eleven years when I could not travel abroad. '\“ 


"He emphasized his belief that Europe should point out 
to the United States that it should recognize China (Communist 
China, he did not say). He also expressed the hope that Europe 
would ask the United States to cease its policy of fighti 
against connunisn." y»

Dr. Bu Bois's passport folder contains the following 
information regarding the ceremony in which an honorary Charles 
University Degree was bestowed on Dr. Du Bois held October 23, 
1958, at the University in Prague, Czechoslovakia. In his 
acceptance address Dr. Du Bois stated that the only countries 
which had even come close to obtaining socialism were the 
Soviet Union, China, Czechoslovakia and Yugodavia. He stressed 
the need for the use of socialism in the world's quest for peace 
and defined “true socialism" as being "pure communism!’ Dr. 

Du Bois reportedly gave the impression that none of the nations 
in the communist block have reached the stage of having pure 
communism. |v 


During the above ceremony Dr. Du Bois' "honorary 
doctoral dissertation" was entitled "The Negro and Communism." 
In this he made the following points: '‘' 


1. His efforts to helf the American Negro had 
always been ineffectual until the success of the Russian 
Revolution brought home to him the fact that the plight of 
the Negro was more economic than political or sociological. 


2. America has moved a long way towards socialism 
citing examples of Social Security, health insurance and medical 
care... 


3. American labor movement was reactionary « 


4. The American Negro could no longer be considered 
as part of a malleable mass which can be organized and led in 
the vanguard of the proletariat... 


The American Negroes have divided into classes just 
as have the American white peope and a definite American 
bourgeoisie has been formed. \

"2. Two opposing systems in modern world are 
socialism of Karl Marx leading to communisn, 
i.e., ownership of capital by state, and private 
capital as developed by North America and 
Western Europe, by which it dominated Eastern 
Europe, all of Africa, West Indies, Central and 
South America. 


"3. States of Africa, becoming free, need capital. 
If raw cre, latgbr will and machines are owned by 


foreigners, latger will eventually own goods ° 
produced; AfricaaA people will remain poor. Material 
and tools owned by Europe and America have been 
obtained from colonies and quasicolonies they 
control, Labor at home kept satisfied by higher 
wages based on profits reaped from cheap labor in . 
Africa, Asia, other parts of world. West Europe 
and North America must sell capital they accunulate 
or whole economy will collapse; they cannot continue 
produce capital under present conditions because it 
involves slavery and political control of colonies 
which threaten world war.

"5. Organizations like American Committee on Africa, 
Afro American Institute, American Society of African

"6. Question is whether Africans are going to own 
lands and materials, control own labor, and be masters 
in own house or whether power is going to be exercised 
by foreigners; not whether leaders of independence and 
freedom are going to be communists or capitalists.

The May 4, 1959 issue of "Pravda", official 
Communist organ of the Soviet Union, conbained an 
article attributed to AM DU BOIS which contained 
the following information: 


The growth of the Soviet Union literally 
went on under my own eyes: i visited the USSR in 
1926, 1936, 1949 and am here at present. The duration of 
.y visits fluctuated between one week up to a month 
and more.VW 


After writing this, I felt the contradiction of my 
Statement. It is impossible to become acquainted with 
any one country in a month or even in a year. This is 
particularly applicable to a vast country such as yours, 
which, in addition, is constantly moving ahead and with 
such headlong speed, that it takes one's breath away. 
Of course,mich depends on the lkmowledge about the country 
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possessed by a visitor, upon his disposition 

and prejudices. I do not know the Russian language 
because I was born in the middle of the nineteenth 
century when even some Russians preferred to speek 
Frencr. However, I had definite advantages 
because of my Negro origin. I felt deep sympathy 
for the Russian peasants, partially liberated from 
Slavery simultaneously with the liberation of the 
American Negroes. I-know perfectly well what it 
means to be a slave.W ; 


I came to the Soviet Union in 1926, knowing 
only a little of Russian history of the period of 
tsarism. I knew comparatively little about socialism 
and had no idea whatsoever of Marxism. When I was a 
student, I did not have an occasion to read KARL MARX. 
Nevertheless, I saw people in Kronstadt, Leningrad and 
Moscow; in Gorky, Kiev and Odessa,whom I understood. 
Conditions of their life were understandable for an 
American Negro. Destruction and poverty, results of 
war and suffering; homeless children, diggirig in 
rubbish heaps; ruined homes and public buildings WV 


"Wait a moment!" I used to exclaim: "The 
war has ended about ten years ago! "W 


"Perhaps, but not in Russia,” they 
answered me .\y 


Here I saw for the first time with my own 
eyes the Egievous consequences of a civil war through 
which the “oviet Union had passed and which they tried to 
picture in the United States as anarchy and aimless 
destruction.W 


Against the general background of ruins, 
nevertheless, I saw a tendency which excited me, in 
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proportion to a degree as its purpose became clear to 
me. I saw the beginning of bold pians of creation of a 
national system of public education. I saw astute 
methods of education of homeless orphans. A tremendous 
attention devoted to workers was clear to me. And it 
was only here that an idea came into my mind that the 
wages are not simply money but also the protection 

of health, pensions for the aged, and a system of 
vacations .wW 


I thought how American Negroes could achieve 
a similar system of =. and felt a desire to become 
acquainted with the worics of KARL MARX.\pU 


Ten years had passed before I had an 
opportunity again to visit the Soviet Union. Rumors 
of great variety reached us in the United States regarding 
the fate of Soviet experiment. We heard about famine 
among peasants and about the struggle against kulaks and 
against treason. Some sensational reports came in, 
many of which I believed. The true picture of what was 
happening then in Russia became clear to me only after I 
became acquainted with the book by SEYERS and KAHN 
(both phonetic) iW 


(This is a book by SEYERS and KAHN "A Secret 
sar Against the Soviet Russia". EDITORS.)W 


By that time I was already teaching at one 
of the higher institutions of learning for Negroes, 
the University of Atlanta, "The Communist Manifesto" 
by KARL MARX and FRIEDRICH ENGELS. At this time I was already 
trying to study the Negro problem in the United States 
from the scientific point of view and to find a socialist 
solution for it.W 


In 1936, passing by the Trans-Siberian 
Railroad, I was studying the USSR for ten days, 
attentively and from vartous points of view. The 
train was going very slowly and madelong stops 
at the stations. This huge, almost boundless country, 
with its poverty and wealth, but above all, with its 
resolution.to builc socialism was opening in front 
of us. I saw Moscov, which was going through the. 
first period of the great reconstruction. My way 
was going through Kazan and Omsk, through the Ural 
mountains, through the great Siberian steppes and 
Baykal. I saw the flares of factories working in 
order to transform the Soviet industry. I had an 
opportunity to discuss questions of socialism. The 
guide in our car told me how the state provided an 
education for him. It also provided education for 
his brothers anc sisters anc showed concern for his 
parents .W 


I return home through China and Japan, circun- 
navigating in this way the entire world. In two years 
after my return, the world was again gripped by war 
The Soviet Union defended the world from Hitlerism 


It was necessary to prevent another act of a 
military folly from happening and I joined my voice to 
she 600 American leaders of art and science who gathered 
in New York in March, 1949, at a Peace Congress. The 
entire world was in solidarity with this congress and the 
Soviet Union in particular, which sent in (its) 
outstanding leaders for participating in it. 


This congress was subjected to attacks, some of 


the most disgusting attacks against civilization known 
in the modern world. It was abused and reviled. Some 
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of the outstanding leaders became victims of insults 

and the majority of them had to retreat. The results 
were sad. However, when in the same year, 1°49, Peace 
Congress was convened in Paris, I hastened to take part 
in it. This was the greatest gathering reflecting 

the spiritual enthusiasm of mankind. My hopes grew and, 
when in the end of 1949, the Soviet Union invited 25 
Americans to come to Moscow and to take part in the work 
of the All-Union Conference in Defense of Péace, I 
accepted this offer.\J/) 


Thus, I saw your country for the third time. 
I remember how I told the Soviet people about sincere 
striving for peace in America. From hopes and doubts 
of 1926, through the presentiments of 1936, I came in 1949 
to a belief in the ultimate triumph of communism not 
only in Russia but throughout the world. The face of 
almost every man met by me in the Soviet Union 
radiated hope.W 


American authorities started legal proceedings 
against me for my struggle in favor of peace. After I 
returned home, they brought the formal charges against 
me and only the protest of the civilized world saved me 
from prison. However, in the course of the next 7 years, 
t was deprived of the right to leave the country. When, 
*1 1958, the Supreme Court of the United States declared 
that our Department of State has no legal right to 
deprive citizens of foreign passports, I and my wife, SHIRLEY 
GRAHAM, immediately took advantage of this.) 


Thus, I visited the Soviet Union for the fourth 
time. I saw people who were sure of themselves and calm. 
I saw how 30-year old hopes arc being carried out in 


reality .\y 
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I was particularly impressed by one small 
detail. I looked out of a hotel window at the Red 
Square after half a million people passed through it. 
There was not a single scrap of paper in the squere. 
This was not simoly a result of work of municipal employees. 
It was a result of feeling of responsibility of the 
socialist people who felt that the Red Square was their 
property and that all were obliged to take care of its 
cleanliness. If half a million people would go in 
demonstration along the streets of New York, a week 
will be 4red in order to clean the rubbish left 
by ena. 


But it is not only this. The population of the 
Soviet Union is delivered from cares which oppress an 
American: How will he live when he gets old? How will 
he get medical attention when he gets i11? How to provide 
educetion for his children, for the cost of education 
is growing, not by days but by hours? How can he 
permit himself to take vacation when every penny is 
needed in the home? A Soviet citizen knows that the 
state protects him in all these problems.W 


Many Americans inguire: How does the state 

lnow that eve citizen performs his duty and works as 
hard as thro he were threatened with poverty? The 
government, they say, is dealing with human beings who are 
-elfish in their nature. The answer to this question is 
Simple: The Soviet Union achieved unprecedented 
Successes in the field of re-education of its citizens into 

disciplined servants of the people, of all people and 
not of a handful of the chosen ones 


Such a discipline, to ‘a consid 
oo ee forced from above and not brought vg oe + aia 
_ Side. It is organically inherent in the citizens of 
é€ USSR. It is Self-discipline. Of course, in the USSR

too there are still people who think only of themselves. 
Also there are criminals. However, I do not kmner: any 

other country where the number of self-sacrific’ng citizens, 
petriots is so great.W 


This is, of course, my personal opinion not 
based upon official statistical data. But behini it 
stands the experience of my travels throughout t..e world. 
I openly admit my prejudice. It is the rarest 
opportunity to be in a country and not to be sub,ected to 
insults because of one's racial origin and to enjoy 
respect for the things which one tried to accom>l..sh. 

I am prejudiceac in favor of the Soviet Union. My 
prejudice is based upon the things I saw and experienced. 
Many Soviet people belong tothe white race. Howe ’er, 
there are no racial vrejudices in the Soviet Union, 

nor racial hetred characteristic of the Anzlo-Saxon 
countres in their relations with the world of the 
colored people... 


I and my wife SHIRLEY GRAHAM-were granted 
the honor of talking with the Chairman of the Council 
of Ministers of the USSR, N. S. KHRUSHCHEV. We devoted 
the greater part of our tw-hour talk to the discussion 
of problems of the colored people. I was telling about 
what has happened in America in the last 40 years and 
N. S. KHRUSHCHEV listened to me with great attention 
and sympathy. Iasked him about the ettitude of the 
“viet Union toward Africa, meaning by this not the arms 
or problems of defense but the field of cooperation. 
I proposed that the Soviet Academy of Sciences join 
with the African scientists in the cause of the study 
of Africa, particulerly in culture and history. I 
could never achieve suclcooperation in America and 
seldom met with interest toward it in Western Europe. 
However, N. S. KHRUSHCHEV quickly and with enthusiesm 
offered his aid in this cause. 


We left the Kremlin filled with most pleasant 


hopes.

DU BOIS 8 at his recent 
trip to foreign lands, notably the USSR and the "New China", 
changed his thinking, and that he now sees Socialism as the 
most successful form of government. He said that the

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (FPCC 


The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, 
"What Is Really Happening in Cuba,” placed by the FPCC, 

This advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC 

in New York City, listed various sponsors of the Committee 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press on Cuban affairs. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United 
States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 
1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself as one 
of the organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS-BUCH | 
identifiec ROEERT TABER as a co-organizer of the FPCC 
and said TABER drafted the aforementioned FPCC advertisement. 
Dr. SANTOS-EBUCH further testified that he and TABER obtained 
$3,500 from the Cuban Government through the son of Cuba's 
Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about $1,100 | 
collected from supporters of the FPCC, paid for the cost | 
of aforementioned advertisement in "The New York Times.” | 


On October 3, 1960, a source advised that the lp 

Socialist Workers Party (SWP) in New York had become 
active in the FPCC, and that SWP members, in a recent | 
: 


FPCC election, had been able to remove several Communist 
Party members who were on the Executive Board of the FPCC 
and gain control of the organization. This source asserted 
that the SWP members believed that they had achieved a 
great influence in the course of the Cuban revolution 
through their control of the FPCC. 


On February 10, 1961, a second source advised 
that PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and 
member of the National Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly 
stated recently that the FPCC had been captured by the | 
Trotskyites, but that the CP had not given up in the FPCC. 


The SWP and the CP, USA, have been designated 
by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to |

The Spring, 1962, issue of "Freedomways" is self- 
described as "a Quarterly Review of the Negro Freedom Movement" 
published by Freedomways Associates, Incorporated, 799 Broadway, 
New York City. 


On May 24, 1961, a source advised that a report 
was given on "Freedomways" at a meeting of the National 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on May 24, 1961. 
It wes stated that the original plan called for the 
publication to be openly Marxist, but that it was later 
Ccecided it would not be avouvedly a Marxist publication. 
Editorials are in the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and non-Marxists. It was stated that the central purpose 
of "Freedomways" is to develop a theory and positive criticism 
of currents in the Negro movement, as well as to raise the 
level of uncerstanaing and discussion taking place in Negro 
life today and to project a socialist and pro-Soviet orienta- 
tion. 


On May 25, 1961, another source advised that 
"Freedomways" was set up for the CPUSA by JAMES JACKSON, 
a member of the National Committee of the CPUSA.

On April 17, 1959, a source advised that on 
February 12, 1959, a Socialist Workers Party (SWP) minority 
group, under the leadership of National Committee member, 
SAM BALLAN, split from the SwP, 


The source stated that this minority group, 
referred to as the Marcyites, after many years of program 
and policy differences on varied issues concerning tactics 
and interpretation of political events, split from the SWP 
on the grounds that the Party was liquicating itself by 
departing from the. Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY and 
retreating from the fight for the world socialist revolution. 
The final issue which.ultimately forced the split was the 
minority's opposition to the SWP regroupment policy which 
involved cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) periphery - 
individuals characterized by the minority as petiy - bourgeois. 


The minority program, according to the source, 
acvocates unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and 
has as its goal the building of a revolutionary party 
with a complete proletarian orientation for the purpose 
of overthrowing capitalism in the United States and through- 
out the world. 


On May 12, 1960, the source advised that this 
minority group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 


On April 18, 1962, the source stated that the 
headquarters of the Workers World Party were located at 
46 West 2lst Street, New York, New York.

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The Proposed Plan of Work 


There has been set up in Accra, Ghana, a Secre- 
tariat for an Encyclopedia Africana, to be directed 
by Dr. W. E. B. Du Bois. It is sponsored by the 
Ghana Academy of Sciences, and the Government 
of Ghana has underwritten the cost of starting 
its work. 


The object of the Sccretariat is to plan, guidc. 
and co-ordinaic the work of asscinbling, ozganizing. 
and publishing materials for an Encyclopedia 
Africana that is authentically African in its point 
of view and at the same time a product of scientific 
scholarship. The Sccretariat. the Dircctor wishes 
it understood, is not merely a dream or a project; 
it is a directorate. 


The Existing Knowledge 

While the preparation of an Encyclopedia 
Africana is unquestionably a tremendous under- 
taking, it must be remembered that there is already 
in print a large number of articles and many 
books written by African scholars and bascd on 
scientific knowledge. There is also a considcrable 
body of material, greatly enlarged since the Second 
World War when a revolution in the world’s 
attention to Africa began to occur. writicn by 
persons who are not Africans but who have 
studicd African life and culture carcfully and 
have understood and reflected the African point 
of view. There are young studcnts—African. 
European, and Asian,—who are seriously exploring 
the history of African culturc. All this makes a 
considerable body of knowledge now ready or 
soon to be available which is adaptable for usc 
in an Encyclopedia Africana. We are sure that a 
few ycars further work by scholars of African and 
other nations will make it possible for the Secre- 
tariat to begin the publication of such an Encyclo- 


pedia. 


All Africa Must Participate 


It is, of course, to be expected that the center 
and headquarters of what is to be cssentially a 
work of and by Africans should be situated in 


Africa. The personal interest of President Nkrumah 
in the fulfilment of the work on an Encyclo- 
pedia Africana undertaken many years ago by 
Dr. Du Bois led to the establishment of the seat 
of the Secretariat in Accra. While this will be 
the center of direction and co-ordination, all Africa, 
the Director has emphasized, will be invited and 
urged to participate in the work to be donc and 
to share in authority and responsibility for and 
support of this undertaking. 


At the outset the advice and counsel of eminent 
authoritics in various African states is being 
sought. There have already come proposals from 
interested individuals for the organization of 
teams among their fellow-scholars tu take respon- 
sibility for matcrial relating to their specific area. 
All African institutions and socictics of higher 
learning arc being asked to co-operate. It is planned 
that the Editorial Board, as it comes to be estab- 
lished, will be broadly representative of the 
highest African scholarship. In duc course the 
Governments of ail independent African states 
will be formally requested to provide practical 
assistance toward the preparation and publication 
of the Encyclopedia Africana. 


The One Requirement: Accurate Interpretation 


At the same time, as has already been said. it 
is the intention of the Sceretariat to draw also 
upon the writings of non-African specialists in the 
various disciplines whose work has contributed to 
the accurate interpretation of African lile and 
history. The co-operation of such scholars in all 
parts of the world is cagerly invited. The Director 
has been greatly encouraged by the expressions 
of endorsement and pledges of aysistance which 
he has thus far received from these sources.

lt will be observed that while two or three of the correspondents quoted here expressed doubts 
about the present feasibility of the Dircctor’s proposals, mainly because of the comparatively limited 
number oo scientifically trained African scholars, the great majority gave enthusiastic endorsement. 

(The passages are arranged simply in the alphabctical order of the names of the correspondents. 
The Sceretariat wishes to explain that for reasons of time, it has taken the liberty of publishing 
passages from the Ieticrs without waiting to request the correspondents’ permission to do so. It also 
regrets that for reasons of space, it was not possible to quote the Iettcrs in full and more of them.)

We recognise that there are many biased works by Europeans about African society and 
culture, but also some of the very best of the works correcting this bias have alo been 
done by Europcans—the work of Thomas Hodgkin and Basil Davidson. for example. 
There is some ibility that critics will claim such an cnevelopedia is a preduct of racivm- 
in-reverse, and I believe that this could be avoided if-the centributions are drawn from 
the best scholars available. regardless of race.”

citizenship. This communication requested that the Embassy 
make inquiry of the Government of Ghana to determine whether 
there is a basis for psig se a Certificate of Loss of 
‘Nationality of the United States in his name showing his 
expatriation under Section 349 (a) (1) of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act of 1952. 


By Operations Memorandum (OM) dated March 4, 1963, 
the Embassy in Accra replied to the Department of State that 
a press release had been issued on February 16, 1963, by the 
Ministry of the Interior of Ghana announcing that subject 
had applied for and been granted a certificate of naturali- 
zation as a citizen of Ghana. -This news release mentioned 
that subject had been in Ghana since 1960 and had for some 
time been working on the Encyclopedia Africana, The OM 
stated that the Embassy had written to subject.asking him 
to complete an Affidavit of Expatriated Person and return 
his American passport for cancellation. The Embassy stated

Speakin;; of his impressions on China Dr. Dubois said that China 
after lone conturies had arisen to her feet and leapt forward. He adcdei 
that since liiteratiun "China can take the insults vf the US and stil® hold 
her head hich. 


"She can make her machines or vo without machines when Amerios refuses 
to sell her Anerican manufactures, even when it hurts American industry, 
and throws her workers out of jobs. 


"China has been in hell too lon, not to believe in a heaven of her 
own making. This she is doin;," Dr. Dubois added. 


He askei more African people to Visit Soin eRe that umnderstandin > 
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he warned asainst US promises tc the African people of freedom. 
Dr. Dubois said "Jeware africa, Aserica bar-ains for your soul; America 
would havo you Lelieve that they freed your ;randchildren; that Afro-Americans 
arc full Americans, troatoi like equals, paid fair wares as workers, promote?

. Speaking of his impressions on China, Dr. Dubois said that China 
’ after long centuries had arisen to her feet and leapt forward. He 
added that since Liberation "China can take the insults of the United 
x States and still hold her head high. 


"She can make her machines or without machines when America 
refuses to sell her American manufactures, even when it hurts 
American industry, and throws her workers out of jobs. 


"China has been in hell too long not to believe in a heaven of 
her own making. This she is doing," Dr. Dubois added. 


He asked more African people to visit China and said that under- 
standing came from direct knowledge. 


He warned against United States promises to the African people of 
freedom. Dr. Dubois said, "Beware Africa, America bargains for your 
soul; America would have you believe that they freed your er - 
children; that Afro-Americans are full americans, treated like 
equals, paid fair wages as workers, promoted for desert and free to 
learn and earn and travel across the world.

"Of 18 million Afro-Americans, 12 million are still second-class 
citizens of the United States, serfs in farming, low-paid labourers 
in industry and repressed members of union labour. 


"Most American Negroes do not vote. Even the rising 6 million 
are gt to insult and discrimination at any time," Dr. Dubois 
noted. 


He also said that “the new British West Indian Federation is not 
a form of democratic progress but a cunning attempt to reduce these 
islands to the control of British and American investors." 


Dr. Dubois said, "The Soviet Union is surpassing the world in 
popular and higher educetion, because from the beginning it started 
its own complete education system." He said, "It is worse than stupid 
to allow a people's education to be under the control of those who 
seek not the progress of the people but their use as means of making 
themselves rich and powerful. It is wrong for the University of 
London to control the University of Ghana." 


He added, "The real revolution is the acceptance on the part of 
the nation of the fact that hereafter the main object of the nation 
is the welfare of the mass of the peoples and not of a lucky few." 


Dr. Dubois continued, "Government is for the people's progress and 
not for the comfort of an aristocracy. The object of industry is the 
welfare of the workers and not the wealth of the owners. The object 
of civilisation is the cultural progress of the mass of workers and 
not merely of an intellectual elite......this belief tne current 
history of the Soviet Union and China is proving true each day.”

Dr. Dubois warned the Affican people, “Don't let the West invest .
